TTie launching 
w a s dela yed sev era l hours while 
D iscov erer XX passed ov erhead 
and swung into orbit fa r to the 
west. 
The 2,100-pound second s t a g e - 
a ll of it designed to g o in orbit 
around the ea rth’s poles—com- 
prised the upper 25 feet of the 81- 
foot projectile. 
The Air Force said It would 
ha v e an a ctiv e life in orbit of

two da ys,

Conservation agents keep a con­ 
stant check on the condition of 
wildlife, 
collecting

While the feeding of wild birds 
is a somewhat technical opera­ 
tion, feeding “city birds’* is com­ 
paratively simple. Birds in the 
city normally look for food in 
hack y ards.

Home owners should maintain a 
habitat similar to the ty pe pre­ 
ferred by the desired species, to 
include a source of water near 
protective cover, as well as the 
desired food. 
Most of the time winter feeding 
of birds is not really necessary , 
but occasionally individuals like 
to attract birds to their y ards for 
the pleasure of watching them. 
During periods of time when their

CLEVELAND. O hio-(N E A )~A 
rocket engine without a single 
moving part and less power than 
a mcxlel electric train one day 
may 
send us zooming through 
outer space at 62 million miles 
per hour or faster. 
Such an engine is being tested 
at Lewis Research Center of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) in Cleve­ 
land, Ohio. 
Scientists there envision a larg­ 
er model capable of propelling 
men to Mars with about the force 
—"thrust”—of a woman pushing 
a baby carriage. 
This eventually could destroy 
the present space age image of 
powerful rockets continuously ex­ 
haling titanic clouds of fire and 
smoke. 
Scientists make the engine work 
by electrically bombarding parti­ 
cles o f vaporized mercury . Goad­ 
ed 
by 
high 
voltage 
electrical 
blasts, these electrified particles 
(ions) of mercury shoot out the 
tail o f the engine at speeds up 
to ^,(H)0 m.p.h. Electron guns 
keep the ions charging out into 
space and prevent them from 
turning back into the engine. 
If the engine were mounted In 
a rocket, the rearward race of 
the ions would exert a tiny for­ 
ward thrust on the ship. And in 
gravity -free space, the slightest 
tap will send an object moving 
ahead, 
conceivably forever un­ 
less there is a countertap, reports 
William R. Mickeksen. a scientist 
working on this project. 
Also, 
because acceleration 
in 
space is constant, the silent, un­ 
seen, steady thrust of billions of 


ions could build up to tremendous 
sfieeds, theoretically almost to the 
speed of light, about 186,300 miles 
per .second. 
Here’s how MikeLsen describes 
a theoretical electric rocket flight 
to Mars: 
Eight 
men 
board 
a 
rocket 
weighing 
17 5 
tons. 
Its engine 
draws 
electric 
power 
from 
a 
small nuclear reactor. The craft 
either is lifted by a huge conven­ 
tional rocket into orbit around the 
earth or it is assembled piece­ 
meal in space. 
To free the craft 
from the 


earth’s gravity , the crew starts 
up the electric engine. Nothing 
.seems to happen. The 35 pounds 
of thrust are hardly noticed. Day s 
and weeks pass. 
Blventuaily , the rocket’s sjxied 
increases and it.s orbit widens. 
Each swing around the globes 
carries it farther away . After 7 0 
day s, the .space craft coasts at 
7 0,000 
m.p.h. 
away 
from 
the 
earth’s gravitational pull and into 
a vast orbit intended to inter­ 
sect Mars. 35 million miles away 
from Earth. 
To return home, the craft re­ 


verses the procedure. The round 
trip could take as little as 500 
day s—about half the time a con­ 
ventional 
“fire” 
rocket 
would 
need for the trip. 
The.se electric engines operate 
at 8 0 per cent efficiency under 
research tests compared to the 
^ per cent efficiency of passen­ 
ger cars. Since there are no mov­ 
ing parts in the engine proper, 
emergency repairs in outer space 
would lie simplified. 
Mickelsen 
foresees 
unmanned 
space flight for the electric rocket 
in about two y ears.

Na tio na l Gua rd in Co ld Wa r 


This month as the National Guard observes 
Its annual “ Muster Day" throughout the na- 
.¡on, it also marks the 15th anniversary of 
the reorganization of its units following World 
War II. Aside from the obvious significance 
oi the occasion, it serves to remind u.s—much 
to our discomtort—that the Cold War has 
l>oon with us for a long time. 
.Vnd as a reminder that the Cold War goes 
on we note that the National Guard in some 
States has .started to wage war on Commu­ 
nism by conducting its own National Defense 
Strategy 
Seminars. 
Patterned 
on 
similar 
“ orientation * courj«es conducted by the Na­ 
tional War College in Washington, the.se Semi­ 
nars are designed to educate citizens on the 
sfMHific nature and menace of Communism in 
a .straightforward, unemotional manner. 
It is not at all surprising that the Guard 
aJiould be taking Communism as a part of its 
special province. Since early Colonial days, 
Guardsmen—or Minutemen as they were once 
called—have Ix'en motivated by a conviction 
that citizenship demands more than the pay­ 
ment of taxes and obedience to the law In 
short, they have believed that a good citizen 
must put into his country at least as much 
as he has taken out of it. 


Reviewing the 15 years of the Cold War, 
we can see that the National Defen.se Strategy 
concept is hut one example of this philosophy. 
In the whole area of military and economic 
Cold War deterrence the National Guard 
stands at the forefront. 
Take, for example, its role in National De- 
fen.se. 
On its reorganization early in 1946, 
the Guard was little more than a pafier organi- 


zalion. It not only had to recruit most of its 
members, but also had to rebuild most of the 
battle-worn equipment the Army turned over 
to it. 
Adding to this uphill effort was the 
fact that modern warfare requires the Guard 
to be closer to battlefield readiness than ever 
betore—more ready than the active services 
of the I9;t0s. 
Today these challenges have 
been met and the Army and Air National 
Guard have become .so integrated with the 
active estahh.shment that they not only have 
bi'en as.signcd .specific missions in our na­ 
tion’.? war plans hut are performing e.ssential 
defcn.se roles in {leacetime. 
A le.ss glamorous—but no less important— 
aspect of national defense i$ our ability to 
recover quickly and effectively from a nuclear 
attack. In recognition of this, National Guard 
leaders have been advocating a recovery mis­ 
sion for their units, pointing out that the 
Guard's geographic dispersion, its 472.000-man 
strength, its modern equipment, and its va­ 
riety of units—ranging from air transfwrt to 
medical—make it ideally suited for such pur­ 
poses. 
Lastly, the National Guard’s contribution to 
our economic strength cannot be overlooked. 
While its combat versatility makes it an im- 
twrfant part of our defense .stnicture, its an­ 
nual appropriation of only 15 per cent of 
our total military budget makes it. dollar 
for dollar, one of the wi.se.st investments in 
the nation today. 
In recognition of its invaluable service to 
State and Nation, we salute the National 
Guard on the occasion of its observance of 
“ Operation Muster 1961,” February 18-26.

WASHINGTON—It isn’t going to l>e sh o u ted 
from the hou.setops, but the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration has decided to pull a complete re­ 
versal of the Eisenhower administration in 
regard to Africa, 
This 
wa.s why Ted Kennedy, 
youngest 
brother of the President, made a little noticed 
sfieech at the Overseas Press Club in New 
York suggesting that the United States .should 
reconsider its position toward Patrice Lumum­ 
ba as premier of the Congo. Ted Kennedy 
bed come back from a tour of Africa, would 
not have made that ilafement without con­ 
sulting his brother. 
Lumumba is now dead. But to understand 
fhe significance of the new Kennedy policy 
you have to go back to what happened in 
Africa under Eisenhower. 
Best illustration look place after the in d e­ 
pendence of Guinea from France in 1959. 
The French were so irked at Guinea’s vote 
for independence that they yanked out all 
the telephones, removed all desks from gov- 
ernment offices, transferred autos, trucks, and 
everything else that was removable Th e n ew 
republic was left helpless. .So President Sekoii 
Toure appealed to President Tubman of the 
much older African republic of Liberia to 
intercede with the United States for aid 
President Tubman did so. He urged that 
American aid be sent to Guinea immeiliately. 
The Eisenhower administration did not act. 
The request lay on a State Department desk 
for about two months. It was not ignored. 
It was carefully considered. But Eisenhower 
decided that to help newly independent Guinea 
would offend President Dt Gaulle. 
Finally the Guinean* got tired of waiting, 
requested aid from Russia. Within five days 
a plane arrived from Moscow loaded with 
Communist technicians. Three hundred Com­ 
munist technicians are in Guinea today and 
it has virtually become a Russian satellite. 
Sekou Toure’t Mistreiai 
Getting along with the.se new African re­ 
publics is not easy. Later Eisenhower, wak­ 
ing up to what was happening in Guinea, 
invited President Toure to Washington for a 
formal state dinner, Oct, 29, 1^9, at the 
White House. President Toure brought both 
his wife and his Mulatto mistress, wanted 
Ijoth invited to dinner at the White House. 
U S. protocol oftic*ers objected on the ground 
that the mistress had no official standing. 
She was included in the musicale after dinner, 
but not at the dinner. 
At this point President Toure refu.sed to go 
to dinner. Either his mistress must be in­ 
cluded or he would not dine with President 
Ei.senhower, he decreed.

Her purpose was lo beat the time of a tic- 
tjonal character, Phineas Fogg, the hero of 
Jules Verne’s story, “ Around the World in 80 
D ays" 
Nellie Bly, whose real name was Elizab«*th 
Cochrane, found herself stranded in .New York 
City, without funds. She applied to Jo.seph 
Pulitzer, publisher of the World, for a job, 
outlining many pos.sible stunts to attract cir­ 
culation for his newspaper. 
She went up in a balloon, down in a diving 
hell, posed as a lieggar and a hinatu, a >hop 
girl and a Salvation Army worker 
But her 
most famous stunt, and orx whuh brougat 
her acclaim, was the trip around the world. 
It was said she had done much to emanci­ 


pate women. The remainder of her career 
was anti-climatic. She went to a rival news- 
paper, married a rich man and wrecked his 
busintii after he died. She was given a short 
obituary oo the inside page of her own news­ 
paper when she died at M.

President Kennt«dy has now reversed this. 
He has laid down a policy similar to his 
1967 Senate speech advo<aling independence 
for Algeria which made the French so mad. 
The Kennedy decision is that despite our 
ties with NATO, we can’t worry about the 
Belgians, the Portuguese, the South Africans, 
and others bucking the political tide of inde­ 
pendence 
They are considered certain to lose and 
we want to ride with the winners. 
“ Ike and John Foster Dulles.” remarked 
one Kennefly friend, “ stood at the mouth of 
the Nile and said ’you can’t flow ’ But tha 
tide rolled them over anyway. Kennedy has 
figured that since the tide is going to flow 
anyway you might a* well ride with it. and 
try to channel it, not resist it ” 
This is why former Gov “ Soapy” Williams 
of Michigan, now assistant .secretary of state, 
is .studiously avoiding the Union of South 
Africa and Rhodesia on his present African 
trip.

But in the very great majority 
of cases fhe thousands of state 
laws governing {Mihlic notices, or 
legal adverti.sing, sp<*cify the use 
ol Lina fide news{ia}x»rs of paid 
general circulation in the com­ 
munity for such purposes Thi.s is 
because such newspa{H*r.s ii.sually 
give maximum coverage, circu­ 
late throughout the community, 
have as their main purpose the 
publication of editorial and new.s 
matter. Their paid circulation are 
undeniable proof of their merit, 
their Inlluence and (heir being 
wanted in the community.

Whereas it was once assumed 
that our planet wa.s the center of

than in P.salm 8-3f: 
"When I look at thy heaven* . . 
The moon and the star* which 
thou hast established: 
What Is man that thou art mind­ 
ful of him?" 
With hi* naked eye the Psalm­ 
ist could see five or six thousand 


■tars. This made him ask qiwa- 
tions about his own importanca. 
With a comparatively simple tel­ 
escope we can see a hundr^i 
million. That docs cut us down 
to size! 
Is life merely "a trouble of 
ants in the gleam of a million 
million suns"? 
Is it conceivable 
that man has a place on any New 
Frontier? 
Of course, it is mnn who asks 


the question. 
It is man who In­ 
vented the telcaco|K*8 which found 
out those vast distances. 
It is 
man who. by measuring variations 
in the spectrum, can tell how 
many millions of years it took 
the starlight we see tonight to 
reach our planet. Computers can 
never rob man of this distinction. 
It requires a man to devise and 
instruct a computer. 
Put a star al the small end of 


a telescofv and nothing haptvens. 
Put a man there and the whole 
universt* is laid under .scrutiny.
